They gen- 
erally enter the seed while it is germinating. Many 
seeds have little cracks or breaks in the seed coat 
caused during harvesting. The disease enters 
through these cracks or through the opening in 
seeds at the place where they were attached to the 
plant. They live off seed like.a tiny mushroom until 
the seed exhausts its life. The seed then dies and 
rots.

The Adams Soybean resulted from a 
cross between Illini and Dunfield. It has 
maturity similar to the Lincoln. In com- 
parison to Lincoln, numerous tests show 
Adams (1) superior in yield; (2) it ripens 
about a day earlier; (3) the height is about 
the same, but it stands up better; (4) it has 
more oil content; (5) it is higher in protein. 

Lincoln is still a good Soybean and is do- 
ing a wonderful job, but this new variety 
shows that it has somewhat superior char- 
acteristics.

The 
kernels are very plump and compact. The grain has 
an ivory color with sometimes a pinkish tinge.

We mean, 
the crop as it is harvested on the farm is heavier. Be- 
cause of its earliness it is a great favorite in sections 
of the south where they like an early maturing Oat. 

It is frequently true 
that even farther north Oat yields are sometimes re- 
duced rather drastically because of hot weather com- 
ing in before the grain is fully matured. Then the 
grain does not fill and yields are very disappointing.

The Andrew variety of Oats has been grown over a 
wide area: Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, the Dakotas. 
Other states have used it and everywhere it goes it 
seems to give a very good account of itself. Minnesota 
reports it as an early maturing variety, that has ex- 
celled in yielding ability. Experiments in Illinois and 
Indiana indicate that it heads out very early, but 
grains ripen somewhat slowly and, therefore, does not 
mature much earlier than the Clinton. In fact, I think 
it will run very near the same. It is not quite as strong 
strawed as the Clinton, therefore, we do not recom- 
mend it especially for rich land. But on the average 
soil and on the poorer land the Andrew could make you 
an excellent Oat. The variety has shown a good test 
weight per bushel and a low percentage of hulls. That 
makes it, theréfore, an Oat of excellent feeding value. 

From the standpoint of disease resistance it shows 
resistance to Helminthosporium, Stem Rust, excepting 
Races 8 and 10, and all Races of Crown or Leaf Rust 
excepting 45. Iowa reports that it is somewhat tolerant 
to Race 45 of Crown Rust and in that respect is some- 
what superior to the Clintons or the Reselect lines of 
the Clinton. The height of the plant is somewhat sim- 
ilar to the Clinton. While some tests might indicate a 
little weakness in straw, other states like Iowa report 
that it has a stiff straw, and Minnesota that it has 
excellent standing ability. 

This Oat was developed by the Mirnesota Experi- 
ment Station from a cross between the-Bond and Rain- 
bow variety. Those are both excellent blood lines. 

When you buy these Andrew Oats from Berry’s, you 
get them Blue, Sealed Processed and that means that 
you buy them at their best.

The seed is light and coarse. It is dificult to feed through a drill 
unless it has good agitators in it. A good plan is to sow it with 
about 1% bu. of oats or with some cracked corn to Keep the seed 
flowing through the spouts. Your seed bed should be fine and firm. 
Discing is often preferable to plowing. Then harrow and if possible 
roll with a cultipacker. Then drill in seed. but be careful not to 
cover over % to % of an inch. You can sow broadcast and harrow 
but you do not get such a uniform covering. We advise rolling again 
after seeding. Use 20 lbs. per acre if you sow it alone. When mixed 
with alfalfa there is quite a difference of opinion. The 40-60 combina- 
tion we list below is good. Some use more, some less. You can buy 
any alfalfa you like and seed in proportion to meet your own ideas. 


"Thicker Stand, Taller Growth"’

After the Oats are off the Lespedeza is there to give an abundance 
of pasture from mid-summer until frost.

SEEDING THE LAWN 


The best time to sow the lawn is in early 
spring. However, beautiful lawns can be ob- 
tained from early fall seedings. If the seed is 
to be sown by hand it should be divided into 
two equal amounts.
